The Search Division considers that the present European patent application does not comply with the 
requirements of unity of invention and relates to several inventions or groups of inventions, namely: 

1. claims: 1-10, 19 

sleeve member for enclosing an amputation stump, having an 
open end and a closed end. 



2. claims: 11-16, 20 

open ended cushion sleeve comprising a polymeric gel 
composition, said gel composition comprising a block 
copolymer and mineral oil. 



3. claims: 17, 18 

polymeric gel comprising a block copolymer and mineral oil, 
said gel having a Shore A durometer of 1-20, and a cushioned 
fabric coated with said gel. 



The present application comprises three invention which are directed 
towards three different aspects: 

Independent Claim 1: protection of an amputation stump by using a sleeve 
member with an open end and a closed end; 

Independent Claim 11: increase the confort of a sleeve by using a 
polymeric gel composition; 

Independent Claims 17 and 18: provide a gel with a given durometer. 

The three gropus of Claims are not linked by a general inventive concept, 
thus the application lacks unity according to Article 82 EPC. 
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
